From all this ic appeares , that Spirir=Baptiſm is not to be 
performed by Water but by the Word, and no man under the New 
Teſtament receives the Spirit through the Baptiſme of water, but 
through the Miniſtery of the New Teſtament, which is the onely 
| Miniſtration of the Spirit. 

To conclude, this Baptiſmz of the Spirit that is performed onely 
by the Word, is that Baptiſm of which ſo many exceBent things 
are ſpokenin the New Teftament. As, 

I This Baptiſm of the Spirit gives a new Natare,and this Na- 
ture 182 Divine Nature, or the Nat ure of God; and hence it is 
ſaid , Except a man be born of water and the Sprrit ; ſothat the 
Baptifme of the Spirit gives a new Birth, and ſoa new Nature : 
and again,7 hat which zs born of the Spirit # Spirit , fo that the 
Bapt:ſme of the Spirit makes us Spirit, and through the Baptiſm

yen us by Parents or Godfathers in Water-Baptiſm.

Now this Baptiſme that makes us one'with Chri#, makcs us 
to partake both of his Death and Reſurreftion. 

I. Through Bapt iſms.of the Spirit we are dipt into the death of 
Chriſt. Roxp.6. 3,4. Know ye not, that ſo many of us; as are bap- 
tiz.ed intolTeſus Chriſt,are baptized into his death ? and this is,as 
the Apoſtles unfolds it,verſ.6.7 he crucifying of the 014 man with |- 
him, that the body of fin may be deſtroyed, that henceforth we 
ſhould wot ſerve fin: and all this is done, not through any water- 
waſhing but through thegift of the Sprrer,tor itis through the Spirit 
only that we are able to mortifie the deeds of the fleſh, and nothing 
but the preſence of the Spirit in us is the deſtrutFion of ſin; fothat 
the Spirit of Chriſt baptizes us into the death of Chriſt. 

2 Spirit-Baptiſme makes us partakers of his Reſwrreftton as | 
well as of his Death, yea therefore do we dre with hin, that we 
may live a better life, Rom.6.4. Therefore are we buried with 
him by baptiſm ( that is, Spirit-Baptiſm) ints death,”that like as 
Chriſt was raiſed up from the dead by the glory of theFather,i.c. 
the Spirit, ſo ſhould we alſs live in newneſs of life; for if we have 
been planted together in the likeneſs of his death, we ſhall be alſo | 
inthe likeneſs of his Reſurreftion. Where you ſee, that the ſame 
baptiſme of the Spirit that makes us die with Chriſt ; doth allo 
quicken vs into bis Reſurreltion, and deprives us of our own life , 
not that we may remaine dead, but that it may communicate to us 
a better life then- our owne , even the /efe of Chriſt himſelf, that 
wee who are men may live the very life of the Sox of God in our 
own ſoules and bodies, and may be quickned with him, and raiſed 
up with him, and ſet in heavenly places in him. 

6. As Spirit-baptiſme makes us Oe with Chriſ# the Head, 
ſo with the Church the body,1 Cor.1 2. 13. For by one ſpirit are 
we.all baptized 1mto one body, whether we be Jews, or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or free, and have been all made to drink 11-

we become one body with it, and no otherways : I ſay, not by being 
dipt ito the ſame water, but by receiving the ſame Spirit do we be-

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7. Spirit=Bapriſm ic truly waſhes and cleanſes from ſou : What 


water-baptiſme doth-in the ſigne; this doth in the tr#th, evey 
clanles from-all carnal and ſpiritual filchineſs : and no man-is 
cleanſed from fin bur by the waſhing of theSpirit,the ponring forth 
of the Spirit on all fleſh, i the killing of ſinin all fleſh, 1 Cor. 
6.9,10, 11, Nether fornicators, nor [dolaters, nor Adnl» 


terers,nor effeminate, nor abuſers of themſelves with mankind, 


nor theeves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex+ 
tortioners, ſhall inberit the Kingdome of © God, and ſuch were 
ſome of you, but ye are WAS HED, but ye are ſanttified inthe 
Name of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt by the SPIRIT of our God*: lo 
that Spirit-Baptiſme cleantes from all fu whatever it is; and thiere 
is no man cleanſed from iz, but through this Baptiſme. 

And againe, Epheſ. 5.25, 27: Chriſt gave himſelf for the 


Charch, that he might ſantifie and cleaxſe it with the waſhing - 
of water by the Word, that he might preſent it to himſelf a glo-- 
rions Church, not having ſpot, or wrinkle or any ſuch thing,bus 


that it (hold be holy and without blemiſhzand nothing doth thus 
purifie the Chxrch till it be without ſpot, wronk/e,or blemiſh, and 
till it be perfefHy holy, but the Baptiſme of the Spirst. And there- 
fore, though the Baptiſme of John was adminiſtred but once, yet 
the Baptiſme of Chr: is a continued baptiſme, for as long as 
corruption is inthe fleſh,the bapt:ſme of the ſpirit is in uſe : So that 
the nature and life of a Chriſtian are under 2 conſtant and conti- 
nualt baptiſm , God every day pouring forth his ſpirit upon a be- 
liever, tor the purifying and {anRifying of him, and making him 
meet for the immedigte preſence of God, whither- no #ns/egn. 
thing comes, nor the leaſt wncleanneſs in any thing. 

8. Spirit-baptiſm ſaves ; whateyer in us- is waſhed with the 
Spirit, is ſaved as well as ſanitified ; and how much any oae hath 
received of the ſpirrr, ſo muchis he already ſaved: Tit. 3. 5. Ac- 
cording to his mercy he bath ſaved us by the waſhing of regent- 
ration, and renewing of the Holy Spirit, which he ſhed on us 4-

A few (that is, 
eight ſoules) were ſaved by water, to which fignre baptiſm an- 
ſwering, doth now alſo ſave us, not that whivedy the filth of the 
fleſh ss caft away. but whereby 4 good conſcience anſwers well to 
God by the Reſurreition of Jeſus Chriſt. Peter having ſaid that 
baptsſme anſwers to the flood, and ſaves the Charch now, as the 
flood did the Churchthes, yea faith he, but I mean nor the owt - 
ward baptiſme, or the waſhing.away of the fi/th of the boay, bur 
the anſwer of 4 good conſcience towards God by the Reſurrettion 
of Teſus Chriſt: which place is diffiznltz but I thus conceive it. The 


| efficacy of Chriſts Reſwrrettion is the grft of the Sprrit, and the 
ſpirit of Chriſt in a believer refifies his Conſcrence, and makes it 


goed, fo that it can return a ſweet avſwer to God upon every 
word of his ; for the worke of the Spirit in the heart, anſwers c- 
very word of faith ſpoken from God ; particularly it can ſay to 
God, I was indeed piety and #ncleanthroughout, but I am now
